politics! progress The privciples which she 
has asceited must make the tour of Europe, 
and ultimately reorganize society from its 
foundations. The revolution of the Commune, 
if not the mcst important crisis of the century, 
is in one sense the most striking phase as yet 
ot the who'te revolutionary era,for it is the 
beginuing of theend. The revolution has now 
for the first time fully shown = its social 
as wellasits merely political form, It makes 
even the blindest see that no dry modifica- 
tion of the political system cin ulfimateiy 
satisfy mankind. It forces to the front the 
true problem—a regeneration of our social 
hfe; and thus, In spite of appearances, the 
monument is assumicg a constructive instead 
of a deatructive pbase, 

SYMPATBIZES WITH THE PURPOSE OF THE REV- 
OLUTION BOUT CONDEMNS SOME OF ITS 
MEANS. 

Let us guard our meaning at the outset by 
saying that though sympathizivg with the 
purpose of the revolation we do not justify 
it indiscriminately. Neitner simpiy adop:ing 
its principles orits methods, we certainly 
are not the apologists of ali its acts. We de- 
plore its blunders and abhor itscrimes. Like 
every revolution it bas both. fir as it 
seeks a political colution of a great social 
question, so far is it doomed to ultimate fail- 
ure. It has a strong commupistic side, aud 
| commuvism is incompatible with human pa- 
| ture. It has been stained with bloodshed; 
| and outrege, we kuow, recoils on its authors.

on What waeits oniedite Thee “oat Othe 
street riot, the forcible invasion of a 
national Parliament, and the overthrow 
of an established Constitution. I[t was 
a true Goverpment in its way, * for 
it was the opvly possible Government; 
but it hud nota ehadow of legal right. Oa 
the surrender of Paris this Government, or 
capre t of < rep geen | secretly and stlent- 
y made peace for the nation, and e to 
get that peace-ratified by a ech tng 
bly. The elections were held by surprise, 
whilst one-third of France wasin the nands 
of the conqueror, the capital cut off irom the 
country, and consultation physically im possi- 
ble. This is the Assembly which pretends to 
declare itself a sovere wer, and to gov- 
ern France in perpetuity, for it recognizes no 
one with the right to dissolve it—thisa Assem- 
bly, summoned by a ministry which arose out 
of astreet mob, and convoked at the dicta- 
tion of a foreign enemy. 


THE COMPOSITION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


What followed was but the parody of 
national reyWeseptation. Au Assembly like 
thatof Versailles isa farce in France. Cut 
ot! by foreign invasion from the centers of 
thought and action, the active Republicans 
beimg broken ana divided by defeat, the peas- 
antry were left to the guidance of landioras 
aud priests. A cbamber—the most retro- 
grade, the most clerical and aristocratic, 
which France had seen for generations—:¢~ 
sulted, fossil specimens of ‘‘ancienne 
noblesse”’ emerged from their chateaux, be- 
lievers 16 the divine right of kings, in infalli- 
bie popes— Don Qiuxotes of politics, who nad 
bever been kucwn in public before. Ordinary 
mep declared that they never had found them- 
scives im such company. ‘Seven dukes,’’ 
eaid Oue deputy, ‘‘al) sitting ina row!’ They 
miay seem very patural to us in Evglaod; but 
in France men of this stamp are absolutely 
impracticabie. Had they been merely their 
grandfathers’ ghosts, they would have been 
as real a national representation. Elect of 
the nation or not, they did not represent 
France, or the forces strongest in France, and 
they could not govern it for an hour. 


THE FIRST ACTS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


Thev ratified the treaty which they were 
called to sanction, and then the task comamait- 
ted to them was doue. But they set up a 
claim to sovereign power. At least five huan- 
drea of their pumber were avowed monar: 
chists. If they did not proclaim the monar- 
chy, it was simply because they conid not 
agreé upon the monarch. They ailencel 
Garivaldi with in: u't; they hooted the R 
pubiican minority; they suppressed the depu- 
tics Of Peris; they proclaimed their antupathy ¢ 
to Parw, inrieting on transferring the capital, 
they openly plo.ted the revival of the mon- 
aichy. They put at the head of the Govern- 
ment (avowedly provisioval) tae most shifty 
oj Freveh politicians. He called to hia side 
the kaown adherents of the Orleavist dynasty 
—men whom Paris, the priveipal cities, and 
haif France repudiate. By every act and 
word they showe

Napoleon drew round him his Iwperial 
Gusurd. A kKuvown Orleanist was put at the 
head of the National Guard; snether was made 
comumanuder-m- chief. The two chief leaders 
of the ple were sentenced to @eath for an 
old political offense. It was not coneeiled 
that the purpose of the Guverpment was first 
to disarm the ple of Paris, next to re- 
store substantially ihe olc Imperial tyranny 
upder some monarchic form, and then to 
govern France away from the intelligence, 
the it fiuence, and the physical resistance of 
Paris, the natural capital. In a word, Paris 
was to be aconquered city. 


WHAT PARIS IS TO FRANCE, 

Now this was to declare civii war. From 

the day that Chamber met at Bordeaux 
men who=knew France saw that} civil 
war wasinevilable. ‘To bring back a system 
whieh the great political centers abhor and 
dread; to confront them with arms, insuits 
and toreats; toattempt to govera Paris, Ly- 
ous and Marseilies from the proviaces in tbe 
spirit of Bo bism, was deliberately to 
pluvge the country into anarchy. 
And this Assembly, originating from a strect 
riot asd batched in a capitulation, had cer- 
taivly no legal commission to goverarance 
in perpetuity atitsown good pleasure. It 
was itself openly plotting against that which 
was the recogtized goverament of the nation 
—tie Republic. 

But itis of lesss consequence to considerif 
it had apy right to coerce Paris, when we 
know that, under the actual circumstances of 
France, 80 to govern was to proclaim civil 
war. In politica we must look at the facts. 
Pans is not London or Berlin or Vi- 
euna. Paris is to Fravce what no other 
city is to any other country. Politically, 
Paris is France. We may like tne fact or not, 
but there the fact stands. In political force, 

n moral irfluecce, iu -historical presiize, 

ris outweigts ascore of provinces. French 
history is such that for generatious Paris has 
exercised over France that fascination which 
Rome had over the West. Socially the 
whole of the itelligcuce and force of France 
has been concentrared into that city. And, 
above all, it has, asa city, an organic per: 
sonality of its own which is one of the most 
magical facts in social philosophy. There 
are cities, and citics large and small, but 
Paris is nota mere city, but is a special, so- 
cial orgarism, animated with the patare aod 
passious of men, but of & nature noi pre- 
cisely homogeneous with man’s. Rigkt or 
wroig, such is the fact. At any ra’e all 
Fre:cumen feel it.. It is useless to quarrel 
with it, to ask why it should be, or whetbes 
it ought to he And tO man cin 
loug jedge truly French politics who does 
not jecl tuatin Paris is the bead and heact of 
France. In intelligence, in strength, in vital 
force, it weighs »8 much as all the provinces 
together. We see that now, as a bard fact, at 
the guc’s mouth, And i', in obedience to 
your formula,you choose to put the leza: 
power io one place, whiist the real power is 
ip another, vour political system will be torn 
in pieces, Fiance is so constituted that Paris 
is become its natural head; unless it lead, the 
getius of the French race is eclipsed; aud if 
france seeks to erslave Paris, anarchy is the 
reeult. Such are the facts; and in politics you 
must accept the facts, or they will destroy 
you. 

IN IDEAS PARIS LEADS THE WORLD.

which has at last come to a crisis, 
The singular concentraticn of the whole ac- 
tivity of the nation in Paris, united to that 
wonderful personality of the city itself, aud 
especislly from the peculiar conditions of the 
workiig classes (bere, bave stimulated ia 
Paris a political advancement far beyond the 
rest of Fratce. In Paris, owing to pecaliar 
conditions, political, sucial and industria), the 
questions which are in embryo elsewhere are 
the living faitbs of masses o'mea, Amongst 
these principles are the republic, the import- 
ance of social questions Over political, secular 
education, the abolition of standing armies, 
social equality. It is now clear, perhaps, to 
the least observant that the active popula ion 
of Paris is arcently and di: finitely republican.

It 
fs plain they se*k a changed politica) state or- 
ly as a step to a changed social state. In 
these great points the people of. Paris are 
more resolute and more tuited than any other 
single population whatsoever, 

A GLANCE AT MODERN FRENCH HISTORY. 

Aud for generations the people of Paris 
have found themselves, in their ardent pur- 
suitof a social future, dragged back and 
cruehed down by the ignorance and the prej- 
udice of the country.

Now notbing 
can be less parrow than the spint of the Com- 
mupe of Pans Paris, they say in tbherr fine 
appeal, desires only to be the elder sister of 
ranuce. * * Puris, Marseilles, 
byons, have for centuries formed cities of oue 
nation. They desire still to form cities of 
that nation. But in seeking a new civic life, 
they give to and claim for each other a great- 
er freedom; whilst ceding power they retain

THE COMING MAN WILL CONDEMN VAST EM- 
PIRES. 
- The grand State systems havin 
parLin Europe, like the Roman Empire, like 
b sre growing Oppreissive. These empires, 
cemented by “biood and tron,’’ have no true 
Vitality. they gratify the ambition or the 
vanity of the professional classes, but the 
peopiec througbout Kurope abhor them, and 
doomed, ‘the imperi«l apirit 
of patriotism. Look 
of the late 
war, and of ite authors on both sides, and 
juoge how Ay seceerm | hostile to civilization 
this pride of imperial greatness has become. 
Events bave gives this sentiment a moment- 
ary strength, bat the peopie do not share it 
in Fravee, in Germany or in England, It is 
the honor of the Paris workmen that they 
definitely repudiate this coarse ambition. 
They look forward in the future te a nation 
eater than any—the peopie of the west of 
urope. They repudiate the league of the 
Bourgeoisie avainst the Germana. A Pras- 
sian sits on the Commune. Their dream of a 
universal republie means no absurd extension 
of national territory. It means che anion of 
men in their trne political aggregates, bound 
together as a nation ina federal bond, form- 
ing for mavy purposes, but one people, with- 
out the barriers of jealous nationality or the 
oppression of centralized States.

_ THE REAL IDEA OF THE COMMUNE, 
Such is the idea of the Commune, destruc- 
tive as it may be of jealous nationality, only 
to risetoacivic union more real, and a ua- 
tional unity more great. It is a crying want 
of Fravee. * * It is a veed for 
[taly, for Germany and Engiand as much as 
for Fravce. * * * * [Jt is the great prob- 
lem of Germany seen in the resistance of the 
separate free towns and States to the oppres- 
sion of Prussia. Wesee itamongst ourselves, 
in the hostility of our workmen to tne spirit 
of imperial aggrandisement, in the protest of 
our ecovewic reformers against our colonial 
empire, and lasily in the undying resistance 
of Ireland to the domination of England. 
The idea of the Commune, the idea of the 
gradual dissolution cf nations into more 
vimilar ageregutes and truer political 
unity, is the idea of the future. . It 
lives deep in the instincts of every people of 
Europe, and now that 200,000 workmen in 
Paris have taken up arms to cooqaer it its 
ultimate triumph is assured. 

A priuciple so just as this, and so obviously 
grateful to the su:picions of neighbors, 
could hardly have driven capital into a panic, 
and journalism iato a rage, unless there 
had been much Deyond. But there was much 
beyond. ‘lo withdraw politics within small- 
er areas is to settle politics in a certain way. 
To govero from centers in whica the work- 
men have a clear preponderance is certainly 
to governs ia the workmen’s sense, And thus 
the struggle for the Commune is virtually a 
struggle for that social system to which the 
workmen look. In a word, the Cummune 
really involves & series of political princi- 

lea Over and above the primary one 
of substituting municipalized provinces for a 
centralized empire. What these are we may 
briefly consid. r— 

1 The first of these priuciples is that of the 
Republic. # # e.,@¢,;® # 

2. The second principle which the Comimuue 
involves is the repudiating of the dogma of 
ut iversal suffrage. It is a protest ayaiust the 
eppression of a majority.  * 8 

3. The third privuciple which the Comimune 
proclaims is the system of direct instead of 
indirect goyercment. They threw off at tie 
firet step the eucumbranuce of a huge repre- 
seitative arsembly, Instead of electiug a 
chaotic atserably of talkers, they formed a 
simpie executive couvcil. The tribune, they 
said, is abolished. The council is a commi:- 
tee for action, not for the display of advo- 
cates. * ad * #* # * It i 
not at the Hotel de Ville that we can see the 
lowest depths of political decay. [tis at Ver- 
sailles that one may see of what folly, treach- 
ery, — fury and s¢lfishness man is capa- 
ble, a seething in hopeless confusion—in the 
elected wisdom of the. nation, in the worat 
and last parliament of France, whose tri 
king is Anarchy. 

4. The next principle which is involved in 
the Communal idea is the aboiition of that 
curse of mocern society—the standing army. 
Their movement originated in the National 
Guards, and their first step was the abolition 
of the conecriptiop. They decreed that no mili- 
tary service suouid be longer 'han six mouths; 
and that the army of France should be limited, 
80 far as they could effect it, to a mere militia.

AN ELOQUENT PASSAGE. 

Thus through the mass of the workmen in 
Parie, ike the mass of the people every- 
where, who cling with Intense love to their 
personal and domestic belongings, are not 
and never can be Communisis; they passion- 
ately believe in the spirit ofj which Commun- 
ism is the gross and extravagiot expression, 
The peopic of Paris believe not in any God, 
por in apy wap. But they havea religion of 
their own, for which they are — to die, 
That religion is the faith that capital and jts 
Lolders must adapt themselves to nobier 
uses, or they bad better cease to exist. A 
society in which generation after generation 
passes away, consolidating vast aud ever-in- 
creating hoards of wealth, opening to the 
weaitby enchanted reaims of idleness, luxury, 
aud waste—laying on the laborer, generatiou 
after generation, increasing burdens of toil, 
destitution and despair; a society iu whicp 
capital bas created a gospel of its own, and 
claims for the good of soeliety a divine right 
of selfishness, the right to exert its powers at 
will, indefinitely, for the indulgence of its 
own desires, rebelling against any social con- 
tro}, and offering up with a “light heart’ the 
misery and degradation of the poor as a sad, 
but inevitable sacrifice, on the altar of com- 
petitioc—seuch these work- 
men forever tol- 
crate, siege had 
rudely breken the splendid flow of the estab- 
hehed order of things. For once luxury, 
pomp acd accumulation had been arrested ip 
mid career, For six months they had a'l 
stood, rich and poor, side by side on the ram- 
paris, ‘They bad seen themselves all brought 
cown to the simple wo1th ¢f man. They had 
seen the millionaire unable to buy a loaf 
with hoards; they had seen the 
master of factories as poor and as helpless as 
Crusoe on his islasd. They had been called 
to serve in arms, and they had served. They 
had been ill-led, il!-governed, distrusted, and 
eventually stung by a crushing and unexpect- 
ed surrender, and now they were told it was 
allover.

pleasure would come back to ber wild, satyr 
dance, and enterprise to hergrand mill, by 
whose myriad wheels colossal fortunes would 
be reared, and through whose gates the poor 
might crowdand crush for their pittance. 
The old familiar world had been suspended, 
but was not cead. It was about to restore 
its wonted triumpb; and whilst the poor 
scrambled and struggled for bread and hfe, 
competition and riot should resew the spec- 
tacle of selfish and pitiless ostentition, 


CONCLUSION, 


And this the workmen of Paris, with arms 
in their hands—this they said should 
not be forever. Littie knowing how to end 
it, or what it might be that could save them, 
they have thrown up this tremendous yet 
wild veto on the absolute reign of capital. It 
is their protest against the selfish anti-social 
independence of wealth—a protest which now 
may fail of effect, which has but a smali pro- 
gramme of its owa, which may soon be 
silenced and crushed for a time; but a pro- 
test which nothing can atifle forever. The 
evil, it is true, is deeper than can be reached 
by any wild protest. Men cannot be forced 
by law, nor by revolutions, to be just, geaer- 
ous and right-minded. As a political and 
violent remedy of profound social disorders, 
the revolution of the Commune is abortive, 
and must fa These disorders need a true 
education, a new, morality and an organized 
religion of ‘social duty. ut as a 
political solution of a profound social 
disorder, the oppression of the cities by the 
rural suffrage, the cauee of the Commune has 
trium phed, however cruel the reaction it may 
suffer. Their great political progeeees is 
effectually founded in France; is safficiently 
suggested to Europe; and the bloody ven- 
geauce Of the Monarchists wlll vot blot it out 
from the memory of the future.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE OCOMMITIEZE O7 
BUSTENTATION. 

This was presented by the Rev. Dr, J Leiub- 
ton Whleon, the venerable secretary of sus- 
teatation.

The Executive Committee on Sustentation, 
in presenting their fifth annual report, would 
remark that their work is of a double nature— 


eupporting the feevle churches. [n all cases 
ey enceayor to work in uvion with the Pres- 
byterians. Since the close of the war, the de- 
pressed condi of our country, the poverty 
of our people, and the limited supply of 
preachers, have restricted their efforts mainly 
to the ny of existing feeble churches. 
New ones haye not been organized except 
where there was a prospect of healthy growth. 
In evangelistic labor it has Leen the aim that 
the feeple churebes should reecive the time of 
the labor is proportion to the amount of their 
contmbations. §till, we do not forget that

The receipts for TES "past. year Dave oeen 
$29,209 78, a decrease of $670 31. The receipts 
for the fund for whe relief of disabled minis- 
ters have fullen off $38. The decrease, while 
much to be regretted, is not a matter of sur- 
prise noran indication of retrogression. in 
every case in which afeeblie church increases 
its pastor’s salary it reliéves the central treas- 
ury to thatamount. In reports from twenty- 
seven Presbyteries there are only two where 
the average salary falls below $500, five where 
it is between $500 and $600, eignt between 

and $700, six between $700 and $800, 
two between $800 and $900, one at $900, one 
at $1,200, a third at $1,500, a fourth at $2,000. 
The average salary, not counting the city 
churches and professors of seminaries, is 
$650, being an average increase of $150 in 
three years. 

The committee have not been able te meet 
all the calls made upon them. Had the con- 
tributions been one-half greater the calls 
would not all have been met, The advice'of 
the Assembly that each tor receive a min- 
imum of $750a year has been kept strictly in 
view, but bas not yet been carned out from 
obvious cauees. It is believed that if the 
churches were fully alive on the subject, a 
miuimum of might be secured for each 
pastor. A tabular statement of thecontribu- 
tions of aud disbursements to the several syn- 
ods and Presbyteries will be reterred to the 
committee. Four synods have contributed 
more than they received and six less, he 
former also include Virginia, Geo Ala- 
bama and Mississipi. The latter North Caro- 
iina, South Carolina, Memphis, Nashville, 
Arkansas and Texas. The Synod of Kentucky 
has contributed only to a nominal extent. 

Seventy-eight individuals or families have 
received aid, varying from $50 to $175; 13 in 
Synod of Virginia, 14 in North Carolina, 14in 
South Carelina, 7 in Georgia, 4 in Alabama, 
5 in Mississippi, 2 m Texas, 3 im Arkansas, 3 
in Memphis, 2in Nashville. For minuter de- 
tails the Assembly is directed to the statisti- 
cal table separately submitted. 


REPORT ON RELIEF FUND. 

The plan submitted by the last Assembly 
bas not met with the favor which it deserves. 
About two-thirds of the churches requisite to 
put the scheme in operation bave signified 
their assent, among them many of our wealth- 
1est congregations and most intelligent pas. 
tore. Tne plan hse not been brought to the 
attention of.the churches as fully as it de- 
serves. Many of them, also, have settled a 
life insurance upon their pastor, which has 
interfered with our success, Life insurance 
has proved a great obstacle in its path—a sye- 
tem which cannot mect our wants, as many 
are opposed in principle to it, and it 
is not piaciicable for churches whore 
pastcrs are aged or The

It needs but 
fuller investigation into its merits to insure its

Afte: reading the report, Dr. Wilson re- 
marked that this Relief fund had been spoken 
of as one of his hobbies, but he had no hob- 
bies. He was too old and bulky to ride hob-

Be baa met with many 
ministers who objected to the scheme, and 
whose objections, he thought, would be re- 
moved by a better understandisg of its 
mezits. (The Doctor here alluded ‘c several 
cases which bad come to his notice, and 
which presented striking examples of the 
need of a fund like the preseut). 
is, he continued, is a great matter that 
deserves tbe immediate attention of our 
chureb. I have met numberless objections 
more than against any other subject with 
which I have been connected. Some say that 
it is a life insurance scheme; others, that the 
church has nothing to do with pecuniary mat- 
tere, asachurch. Depend upon it, sir, this 
isa suggestion cf the devil. Many other 
churches are virtually copying our pian; yet, 
Iam cot wedded to it. Itis the result, not 
the means, that [am aiming to accomplish 
ard if anythitg better can be s . i 
will cheertully cc-opera'e with them.

REVISION OF THE BOOK OF CHURCH ORDER, 

Rev. Dr. Adger reported, by letter, that :t 
bad been found unpvssibie to get a full meet- 
ing of the Committee of Revision, and they 
were not prepared to report at this meeting, 
and asked tbat the committee be continued, 
to reportto the next Assembly. 

vv. Dr. Peck, as a member of the commit- 
tee, felt that the church was not prepared to 
adopt this new boox. It had been almost 
upapimously rejected by the Presbyteries. 
He moved tbat the committee be discharged. 

Rev. Dr. Miller urged that the revision ba 
been growing in favor. The révision stowed 
more aud more plainly that the defecta in our 
present staudards required this work to be 

dupe, 

Dr. Kirkpatrick wanted the commi'tee to 
be continued, on the ground that they had in 
their bands important results of exten Je1 Ja- 
bors, which sthould be presented to the 
Church.

It has consumed a great deal 
of time—it hes come to nothing; but, out of 
deference to Dr, Adger, the chairman, he 
would withdraw the motion to discharge the 
committee. 

Dr. Miller now moved that the committee 
be continued, but contine it: labors to the 
book of discipline. 

He would 
like to have the committee discharged. If 
there are amendments to be made, let- them 
come specifically before the Chureh. Do not 
let as give counteparce to the idca tbat the 
Chareh is a debating society, with nothing 
fixed, ard at liberty to change its standards 
at pleasure. i 

ev. Mr. Straban thought the way the 
committee was proceeding no results will be 
accomplished, © was willing to Iet the 
cowmittee work away, but it would be well 
for the Assembly to tuotimate to them that less 
radical changes would be acceptable. 

Rey, Dr. Kirkpatnck approved the amend- 
ment, that the committee confine themselves 
exclusively tothe book of discipline. This 
wes the work origimally proposed. The re- 
vision of the form of governmentand direc- 
tory of worship bad been added on subse- 
quently. The plan origivally started upon 
was more promising of results. 

Rev. Dr. Wilson said the committee was 
now collecting the resulté of the answers 
which bad been sent down by all our Presby- 
teries and combining them, and he was op- 
posed to cutting them short in the very midst 
of jag work the Assembly had di:eeted them 
to do. 

Rey. Dr. Wills would vote out of courtesy 
to continue the committee, though he had no 
expectation that it would yiela practical re- 
sults. Hespent six days with the committee 
in Philadelphia, when Dr. Thornwell was at 
the head of it, The whole subject was ably 
discussed theie, and satisfied him that the 

roposed revision would accomplish nothing. 

e thought there were crotcheis in the new 
book that are not Presbyterian; it would give 
us a new Presbyterianism. The energies 
given to this work should be directed to sus- 
tentation and building up our institutions 
instead. The desolation of our beloved Zion 
was lamentable; the grcat work of the church 
at the oresent is to vuild up her waste places. 
After she is made to rejoice and blossom as 
the rose it will be time enough to reconstruct 
and perfect our ecclesiastical system. We 
want more life rather than more law for the 
church. He hoped that .he commitiee would 
have been unanimously discharged, but in 
deference to the committee he would vote for 
its continuance, 

Rev. Dr. 8. J. Baird—The efficiency of the 
church depends upon ita proper organization 
m accordance with the great priuciples ot 
Presbyterianism § Those priocipies are old. 
Tre details of the organization under those 
principles are less than acentury old. Sav- 
bath schools are not mentioned in our present 
book. Other defects he enumerated. These 
details are subject to continual change, Again, 
the study of these principies, which is encour- 
aged by these researches and labors, is pro- 
ductive of great results for the growth of a 
sound Presbyterianism. 

The amendment to instruct the committec 
to confine itself to the matter of charc’ disi- 
pline was then put and lost, and the original 
question taken up. 

Rev. E. Cater— fhis subject has been before 
us twenty years. and cost us a great deal of 
money and time, but yields no results: If we 
are making advance it is in the wrong way. 
The leading principles of the new book, in 
the judgment of a veverable brother in North 
Mississippi Presbytery, were neither in the 
old Seotch books nor in the Bible. Again, 
by making a new bovuk, so radical in its 
changes, we jeopardized our property claims 
as Presbyterians. 

Rey. A. M Cowan, of Central Ohio Presby- 
tery, who had been cut off from the Northern 
Assembly for siguing the declara and tes- 
lumony, advocated a revision which would 
make tbe repetition of those outrages umpos- 
sible. He gave an account of ois experiences 
in that convection. 

The question was then put and the commit- 
tee was continued.

The report of the Committce of Publication 
presents the following facts: The cath re- 
ceipts trom the churches during the past yeur 
have been $7,472 83; from tae Children’s 
Friend and Earcest Worker and the sale of 
books, $32,214 39; from balance of last year, 
$2,751 32; in all, $42,438 54 Disbursements 
have been: On accouct of stock Children’s 
Friend and Earnest Worker, $23,738 56; col- 
portage, $701 05; for donations, $4,951 56; 
office expenses, $7,701 72: In all, $42,002 89. 
Businets dove this year, incladibg sales, &c. 
bave amounted to an increase of $3,624 33 
over la:t year. This does not show tue iull 
amount of increase, for mapy discounts have 
been allowed in cases where hitherto they 
bave been refused. This whole subject of 
discounts is causing an agitation among book- 
dealers. The allowance of discounts by the 
large bourses has caused tbe ‘ailure of many 
retail houses, and the whole subject needa to 
be placed on asound and permanent basis. 
This year has been a year of préparation. 
Many books are nearly ready for publication, 
among them the works of Dr. Thornwel! 
which are awaiting the completion of a steel 
portrait of the doctor. 

Among the books published dering the 
past year have been Dabney'’s Sacred - 
ric, The H 
Baptism, The tinctive 
byterianisem, Bellever 
Grace; algo new editions of twenty-one old 
books bave beep Issued. Total number of 
volumes, 301,520; of tracts, 213,000; of cate- 
chisms, 5,000; of benevolence envelopes, 2.0,- 
504. A large number of volumes are ex- 
pected to be added to oar list during the en- 
suing year. The advice of Assemb!y is 
asked on the point whether our tune books 
sbali also contain hymus or not.

COLUMBIA THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, 

The report of the Board of Directors of 
Columbia Theoiogical Semmary showed that 
during the past year there have been in at- 
tendance thirty-five students, nive of whom 
baye concluded the prescribed courses. Dr. 
J. R. » the peofessor elect, entered 
upon his duties at the openitg of the session 
in September last, The library has 3,315 vol- 
uges, and is be1og slowly increas ; 

The report of the Directors of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary showed that forty-six stu- 
dents bave been in attendance during the 
past year, six of whom completed their 
course. Twelve buvdred aud six volumes 
bave been added to the library during the 

st pear. A bandsome iegacy, for this ob- 
Tron, was ear i by the Rev. U. Pow- 
ers. A library buiiding is to be erected when 
more fucds for the purpcse shali have been 
received. One hundred and forty-two thou- 
eand dollars of furds and scholarship funds 
are avaiable, and alarger number of students 
are expected next year.

The arrangements for the missionaries 
to draw ou banking houses in this coun- 
try, as they need funds, weré . explained 
tothe Assembly, and it was to provide the 
means for honoring these drafts the commit - 
tee hac run in debt. Not more than half thé 
churches have contributed to this work. The 
monthiy concert of o, cor is belag more gen- 
erally observed. The importance of an ex- 
tensive circulation of the Missionary, for giv— 
ing full outlines of missionary pews, and the 
importance of enlisting he symipathies of the 
Sunday schools in this work, were dwéit 


upon. 

Apart trom the discouragements tamed, 
the prospects are very enco ing. The 
heathen world is opening to the 1, Our 
own micsions among the Indians extend to 
several tribes—the Cnoctaws, Cherokees ana 
Creeks. Only three ordained ministers and 
one licentiate remain among the Cherokees. 
They have charge of 17 churches aud twice as 
many preachiug-statious; orsons have 
been acded their churches,’and they now have 
916 members. Two new church edifices— 
Boggy Dezot and Big Lick—have recectly 
been built, * 

Spencer Academy, a school for boys, is to 
be cesucitated by the committee.

Ifa mill- 
ion and a half dojlars are sunk quarterly 
in bogus newspapers, a good annual rey- 
enue ought to accrue to a solid security 
institution.

Whe Lead in Paris. 

Tbe acts of the Parisian insurgents can 
scarcely create surprise when we consider 
that many of them, or rather mapy of their 
leaders, are not natives of France. Acor- 
respondent writing from Paris says that a 
traveler venturing among the ranks of the 
Communist army would imagine himselt 
transported mto a suburb of Genoa, for o 
all sides he hears the idiom of beautiful 
Italy. Another, commenting on this, adds 
that this statement is rather incorrect, and 
he would suggest as a better illustration a 
sudden transposition to the Tower otf 
Babel. The elite of the Parisian army, the 
corps which exercises a sort of reign of 
terror over the more peaceable Parisians, 
who are iorced mto the ranks of the in~ 
surgents whether they will or not,seems to 
be an immense gang of foreign cut-throats, 
who have been joined by all the rowdies 
and tuffians of the great city. Paris, 
which in the days of its glory 
was the Eldorado of pleasure-seekers 
and tourssis, was also the place of refuge 
for fugitives from justice from all parts 
of the world. Paris being always the 
center of the revolutionary agitations of 
Europe, and the headquarters of all con- 
spirators,in spite of the stringent mea- 
sures adopted against such agitators, 
it was the easiest thing in the world for 
bad characters to obtain support there as 
soon as they assumed the guise of perse- 
cuted liberalism. 

There is no more credulous being 
than a fanatic, if you understand 
how to catch him by his particular 
hobby. The thief, the forger and swindler 
was received with open arms in the secret 
societies of that city, and supported and 
concealed as soon as he appeared as a

The Land Office Muddle. 

As was announced’ yesterday Adjutant 
Dawson has withdrawn from among the 
number of Democratic nominees; with 
whom he happened, by a clerical error, to 
be accidentally placed.

A more extraordinary, nay, in every 
respect, a more unfair and impracticable 
proposition, never was submitted, by a 
body of intelligent men, to popular con- 
sideration. Either Adjutant Dawson or 
Major GRANT was nominated by the State 
Convention on the second ballot. 
Col. CHRISMAN has the record 
of the vote as it was 
polled. No one pretends that this record 
has been tampered with, or that, as it is 
written down in black ard white, it is in- 
correct. The mistake that has given rise 
to a muddle, that might have been avoided 
by the display of a readier spirit on the 
part of Adjutant Dawson, lay in the 
count, not in the ballot itself. The Execu- 
tive Committee sent for the ballot and got 
it. They went over the figures and found 
that an accurate summing up gave a ma- 
jority to Grant. At this stage of the 
proceedings they discover that they have 
no jurisdiction. So, having no jurisdic- 
tion, they decide on a ballot to be taken by 
the delegates of a dispersed convention, 
to be returned to them for their final ac- 
tion. They have authority to send for the 
vote and count it,to find that a good 
Democrat and an excellent man has 
received & majority, and then, 
refusing to publish either their 
proceedings or the ballot as they 
found it, or to give the nominee the place 
he is entitled to, because of a want of ju- 
risdiction, they assume jurisdiction ov@ 
the whole question and refer it toa de- 
funct and scattered assembly, to be made 
| a disturbing element all over the State 
during six weeks of an active canvass, and 
finally to be knocked down to the most 
cnergetic and persistent log-roller.

He may 
hold on to a place he’ was not elected to 
for days after the Executive Committee had 
knowledge that he had received a mi- 
nority of votes. He may keep his 
withdrawal in his pocket until a plan has 
been arranged by which he thinks he may 
yet win the prize he covets. It is the 
CoURIER JOURNAL that is selfish, design~ 
ing and factious.

Death ot Col. Charles s. Todd. 

Another of Kentucky’s honored sons has 
been called to his rest. Last Wednesday 
Col. Cuarizs 8. Topp died at the resi- 
dence of Judge Posky, at Baton Rouge, 
in the eightieth year of his age. From his 
early manhood he had lived in the public 
eye and discharged the duties of every 
position he occupied with honor to himself 
and cred.t to his birth-place. Asa lawyer, 
soldier and politician he won applause not 
only from his associates, but trom his op- 
ponents. His attainments as a scholar 
were of no mean order, especially as a 
linguist. The great natural abilities which 
distinguished his father, the celebrated 
Judge Topp, appeared to be also possessed 
by him, and these were developed and 
directed at the well-known college of 
William and Mary in Virginia. Having 
graduated there in 1809, he shortly after- 
wards commenced the practice of law, at 
which, however, he did not long con< 
tinue; bis country demaaded his services 
in the field. As ensign in a Lexington 
company he drew his sword in the war of 
1812, and hia soldierly conduct was such 
that he had special mention in General 
HARBI8ON’S dispatch to the War Depart- 
ment, aud was promoted to adjutant. He 
was also engaged in the Canadian expedi- 
tion of 1814. When the war between North 
and South commenced he was foremost in 
profleriug bis services tor the preservation 
of the Union—and few men were better 
versed in military tactics or could quote 
so readily uuthorities bearing on disputed 
points. He, received two diplematic ap~ 
pointments—the first as munister to the 
Government of Colombia, and the second 
as minister plenipotentiary to Russia in 
1841, when he had Mor ey as his secreta- 
ry, with whom his elations were of the 
most amicable kind. The personal appear- 
ance of Colonel* Topp was in keeping 
with his mental and moral character, and 
even at the close of his long life he re- 
tained the dignified carriage and noble 
bearing of his earlier years. Sincere alike 
in his trieudships and political views, hat- 
ing dissimulation in the former and sinis- 
ter aims im the latter, he at least command. 
ed the respect where he did not secure the 
attachment of men of all parties.

In this column, on Friday morning, were pub- 
lisned some questions with the desire of arriving 
ata knowledge of the reasons which influenced 
tbe Tobacco Board of Trade of this city in de- 
ciding not to hold a fair this season tn order that 
the public might be satisfied as to the wisdom of 
the determination. Information has been to-day 
obtained, In part, from a member of the board, 
and itis tothe following effect; The board has 
been deliberating for sometime over the ques- 
lich, arguments have been advanced pro and 
con, and, after what was thought due invesitiga- 
tion into the subject in all its. bearings, the de 
cision was arrived at for the following reasons, 
with others, perhaps, not given: First, 1% was 
believed to be entirely unnecessary, because 
when the first fair was deterns§ned on the tobacco 
trade of Loaisville waa very emall, almost insig- 
nificant, and it was desired to bring to this point 
the plapter as the most advaniageous market 
for the sale of bis produce, and the buyer, 
shipper, manufacturer, 4c., a8 the point 
at which they would be certain to 
find the largest aztortment and best qualities. 
The e ends have been attained,and with such 
success thut Loulsville is now the largest and 
best leaf tobacco market ia the world; the plan- 
ter kpows his interests will be properly cared 
for by the warebousemen, and that the system 
of eales is the most perfect ever devised for rer- 
dertpg strict justice to all; and consequentiy he 
Will continue to ship te this point without the 
stimulus of afair,as freely as with it.

Several men were cut 00 a spree, and started t» 
tbetr home: about 2 o’clock yesterday morning. 
They were all pretty full of whisky, but one of 
them was too drunk to walk or to know anyjy- 
thing, so the others had the onerous burden of 
packing him home.

They gathered close about 
him, felt Dis pulse, rubbed him, but al! their 
efforts at resuscitation seemed fu'lle.

One sUggeste: that the body shouid be taken 
direct to its bome, but this auvice was objected 
to Out of respect ww the family of the deceased. A 
second suggestion was that it should be taken to 
the river, thrown out Into the waves and the re- 
port nolsed abroad that the unfortunate man had 
drowned himself. The propricty of this move was 
argued pro and con at considerabie length- 
Pending the discussion, a third prepositien was 
made to the effect that the corpse should be 
abandoned—should be left upon the sidewalk 
and the members of the party disperse to their 
respective homes.

Just about this ume 
a policeman came Walking toward the place.
